n all California World Series in 2002 and it doesn’t involve the Oakland A’s or the Dodgers? You 


have to be dreaming! But what a sweet dream it is for San Francisco fans that have been waiting since 


| 

| the team moved to the Left Coast in 1958 (just four years removed from their last World Championship), 
: and the faithful Angels fan who has never even sniffed the Series in the four plus decades of the clubs 
4 | existence. But it was one of those years for the nation’s favorite pastime, in which the players actually 


didn’t strike, the owners didn’t contract and everything seemed to work out in the end. 


This was a World Series 
with California all over it— 
from the two former Dodgers 
players managing their respec- 
tive Angles and Giants squads 


to the monster blasts off the 


bats from the likes of Barry 


Bonds and Tim Salmon, who 
made the earthquake that inter- 
rupted the last time the Giants 
were in the World Series seem 
like a hiccup. In fact, that was 
the last occasion that the 
Golden 


State hosted a 


California collision in October, 
with the Giants falling to the 
Oakland A’s in four games. But 
a four game sweep wouldn’t be 
right this time around, especially 
when two unlikely teams, and 
the most disliked player in 


grinding out a single or work- 
ing a walk looking like a little 
leaguer out of Angels in the 
outfield. You can call Barry 
Bonds matching up against the

And if 
you live on the East Coast you 
may have really been dreaming 


during most of the games since 


they were primarily played in 
the middle of the night. 

Before the memorable (only 
for an earthquake) A’s/Giants 
series in 1989 there were two all 
California Series. The Dodgers 
beat the A’s in five games in the 
88’ Series, and in 1974 the 
Oakland A’s vanquished the 
Los Angeles Dodgers 4-1 to 
complete a three-peat that 
wouldn’t be duplicated until 
the Yankees 1998-2000 run. But 


this was a real series to remem- 
ber, with all the fixings, to keep 
West Coast baseball fans 
buzzing with anticipation for 
next year. Of course one group 
of fans will be waiting for open- 
ing day so they can finally enjoy 
watching a World Series banner 
hanging for the first time in 
their own ballpark, and the 
others left with that old base- 
ball saying wafting off their 
lips and hanging in the air all 


winter long...”Wait until next 


year!.”

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he Angels weren’t 
supposed to be there, 
but they faced the 
mighty New York 
Yankees, and defeated 
them in a best of five. The Twins 
weren’t even supposed to exist, 
but this was a year for the under- 
dogs of baseball to prove the 
experts wrong, and remind 
everyone that baseball is still a 
game, not just a business, that’s 


played between the lines. The 
Twins had earned their spot in 
the ALCS by defeating a power- 
house Oakland A’s team, and 
now would have to get past the 
Angels to make it to the World 
Series. A tall order when you 
look up and down the Angels 
red-hot lineup and realize that 
their isn’t an easy out in sight. 
The Minnesota Twins, ener- 
gized by fifty-five thousand

double. Fabulous pitching 
from Mays and closer Eddie 
Guardado sealed the deal for 
the surging Twins. Fans had 
expected a slug-fest and 
ended up seeing a pitchers’ 
duel, but they wouldn’t have 
to wait long until the October 
fireworks started up again. 
The Twins entered Game 2 
feeling invincible in the 
Metrodome, and sent Rick 
Reed to the mound to face the 
Angels’ Ramon Ortiz. The 
Angels had other plans how- 
ever, and jumped all over 
See) Reed in the first two innings 


screaming fans and the fine 
pitching of their Game 1 starter 
Joe Mays, crept out to a one run 
lead in the second inning when 
Torii Hunter, who had reached 
base on a double, scored on a 
sacrifice fly. The Angels would 
strike back quickly, thanks to a 
Minnesota error, but would be 
held scoreless for the rest of the 
game and fall to the Twins 2-1 
on the strength of a fifth inning 
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to stake their pitcher to a fou 
run lead—thanks to a Darii 
Erstad home run and timely hit 
ting from Scott Spiezio an 
David Eckstein. Fulmer, th 
Angels DH, would add to th 
lead in the sixth with a two rw 
homer, giving the Angels th 
breathing room to weather 
three run sixth the Twins pu 
together.

Once again 
it was Troy Glaus that 
answered the calling for the 
Angels, as he hit the ball over 
the wall in right center for what 
would be the game winning 
run in the bottom of the eighth 
inning. Anaheim was finding 
that they had a bullpen that 
they could depend on in a tight 
spot as the rookie, Rodriguez, 
and the stopper, Percival,

By now it seemed that there 
was little that could stop the

into the playoffs. But the 


w Angels needed no rally with 


another rookie hurler, John 
Lackey, on the mound, as he 
out dueled Minnesota’s Brad 
Radke through six and a half 


scoreless innings. The bottom of 
the seventh was huge for the 
Angels, as ALDS hero Troy 
Glaus broke the ice with an RBI 
single, followed by a big double 
from Scott Spiezio. In the 
eighth, Anaheim manager Mike 
Scioscia didn’t hesitate to hand 
the ball over to his other green 
pitcher, Francisco Rodriguez, 
who once again pitched well 
before passing the torch to fel- 
low reliever Ben Weber in the 
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ninth, with the Angels leading 
7-0. With the order heating up 
and beginning to break down 
Minnesota pitching, it looked 
like the impossible was nearly 
in reach for the Angels, who 
where now one win away from 
their first World Series. 

Going into Game 5 in 
Anaheim, the excitement in the 
air at Edison Field was palpa- 
ble. By no means was this a 
must win game for the Angels, 
but they played like there was 
no tomorrow from the start, 
and overcame early adversity. 
The Twins, a club that proved 
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everyone wrong and won 
their division, as well as their 
ALDS against the A’s, weren't 
about to go quietly, and 


jumped out to a two run lead. jf 


With Game 1 winner Joe 
Mays pitching well, the 
Twins scratched out two runs 
on a double in the first off the 
bat of Corey Koskie and a one 
out single in the second by 
AJ. Pierzynski that scored 
Dustan Mohr. Angels pitcher 
Kevin Appier was able to 
steady himself as his team 
picked it up offensively to cut 
the lead to one on an Adam 


ie % 


Kennedy homer in the third. 
With Mays wearing down in 
the fifth, Scott Spiezio and 
Adam Kennedy (now with four 
post-season home runs) pro- 
duced matching round-trippers 
to put the Angels ahead; but the 
Twins had an answer again as 
they jumped back on top in the 
7th with three more runs. 

If Anaheim fans were wor- 
ried that the series was heading 
back to the Metrodome, they 
didn’t have to endure that feel- 
ing long. The Angels’ bats 
exploded in a historic seventh 


inning as they ran off seven more runs to take a com- 
manding 13-5 lead. Once again it was Rodriguez fol- 
lowed by Percival, who found himself at the center of the 
party on the mound after inducing a pop out to short by 
pinch-hitter Tom Prince. The game and series were over 
and the celebration began—the Angels were heading to 
the World Series for the very first time. 
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Garret Anderson has 
slowly developed into a 
legitimate power hitter 
while maintaining a bat- 
ting average inching its 
way toward .300 for his 
career. Another Angels 
lifer Garret has finally 
experienced his season in 
the sun and watched his 
stock go through the roof 
as one of the top left 
fielders in the American 
League. Garret — estab- 


lished career bests in bat- 


ting average, total bases, 
hits, runs and doubles 
with 56 in 2002.

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Not since the emergence of Andrew 
Jones in the 1986 series against the 
Yankees for the Braves has a rookie 
as young, and as green as Francisco 
Rodriguez made such an influence 
on Major League Baseball. There’s 
not much to analyze out of 
Rodriguez’ major league experi- 
ence, but everyone in the Angles 
organization knew that he had the 
stuff to be a great one. Rodriguez 
was a force in the playoffs, and 
nearly untouchable against the 
Twins and Giants. He'll have a lot 
to live up to for the rest of his 
career, but joining a club weeks 


before they go on a World Series 


run is something special that none | 


of us will ever forget. 
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Troy Glaus is a slugger, pure | 
and simple—and one of the | 
most overlooked stars in the | 
game of baseball. Glaus, in his 
young career, has strung together | 
three straight 100 RBI seasons, 
with 30 plus homers in each of 
them. In the playoffs there were 


few opposing pitchers that were 


able to keep him in the park, as 
he got hot early against the | 
Yankees and kept the Angels 
offense rolling all the way | 
through the World Series. Glaus 
isn’t just a guy who piles up 
stats, but a clutch hitter whose 
future in baseball gets brighter 
each season, especially in the glow 
of a World Championship run. 


Troy Edward Glaus 
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Dusty Baker and Mike Scioscia, man- 
agers of the NL Giants and the AL Angels respec- 
tively, are no strangers among baseball fans, espe- 
cially in California. Baker, born in Riverside, CA, in 
1949, found his way back to the West Coast as a 
player after the 1975 season, moving from the 
Atlanta Braves to the LA Dodgers, where he 


became a mainstay and crowd favorite until the 


twilight of his career. He’d spend the rest of his 
career in his home state, playing a year for the 
Giants in ’84 before moving across the bay to 
the Oakland A’s for two seasons before retiring. 
Scioscia, born in Upper Darby, PA, would come 
up with the Dodgers as a 21-year-old rookie in 
1980, and feel so at home in Dodger blue that 
he’d spend his entire career playing for Tommy 
Lasorda and Co. 

Mike Scioscia landed his first managerial job 
with the Anaheim Angels, and led the strug- 
gling club to respectable finishes in 2000 and 
2001. Unlike Baker, 
who jumped in as a 
manager with a talented

team in 1993, and 
enjoyed immediate 


success with 103 wins 


and his first of three 


NL Manager of the Year awards, Scioscia had to sweat a 


little. But in just his third year with the Angels, Scioscia’s 
hard work has paid off to the tune of a trip to the World 
Series, and an AL Manager of the Year award of his own. 
Baker and Scioscia, of course, were teammates on the 81’ 
Dodgers, which beat the Yankees to become World Champs in 
six games. Perhaps that created a link between the two men, 
making it fitting that they would go head to head in both of 
their first World Series appearances as managers, rather than 
players. And who would have believed that Baker and 
Scioscia would lead two California clubs to the World Series, 


and neither of them the Dodgers. To add to the mystique of 


| this meeting, only the third all- 


California World Series in baseball his- 
tory, both the Angels and the Dodgers 
made it to the big dance as Wild Card 
Cinderellas, another first, and a testa- 
ment to the excellent leadership of both 
men. 

There were so many reasons why 
the Giants and Angels were a special 
matchup in the year 2002, and their 
managers were as big a factor as any- 
thing else. One has to imagine this isn’t 
the last time these two former players 
and top flight managers’ paths will 
cross—not by a long-shot. But you have 
to wonder, whether you are an Angels 
fan, or especially a Giants fan, how a 
former Dodger ended up leading your 


team to baseball’s grandest stage?

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n a sport gasping for a 
breath of fresh air, the 
Giants and the Angels 
blew into town this 
October like a cool 
refreshing breeze. The 2002 
World Series had a little bit of 
everything, but most impor- 
tantly there was some great 
baseball between two teams 
eager to prove themselves as

the best in the world. The 
Giants, hungry for their first 
World Series as a West 
Coast team, the Angels 
looking to write themselves 


into the annals of baseball 
history with their first 
World Championship. The 
American League Champion 
Angels welcomed _ the 
Giants to town for a Wild - 


West showdown 
Championship of the World. 

Game 1 of the 2002 World Series 
featured a fine pitching matchup 
between Jarrod Washburn for the 
Angels and Jason Schmidt for San 
Fran. The Giants quieted the cro w d 
in the second inning with a Barry 
Bonds homer that came in his first 
career World Series at bat, followed 
by a Reggie Sanders blast to make it 
2-1. The Angels’ Troy Glaus would 
put his team on the board as he cut 
the lead to one with a solo shot in the 
bottom of the inning. As the game 


grew increasingly tense in the 
Anaheim dugout, the Giants pushed 
their lead to 3 on a JT Snow two run 
shot to center, scoring Reggie 
Sanders, and chasing Washburn out 
of the game. The Angels would 
respond once again in the bottom of 
the inning on the strength of a sec- 
ond home run off the bat of Glaus, as 
well as an RBI single by Adam 
Kennedy, but the rally fell short by a 
run and the Giants bullpen held on 
for a close win on the road. 

Going into Game 2 at Edison 
Field the Angels were desperate for a 
win. Anaheim came out strong and 
hung five first inning runs on Russ 
Ortiz, only to give four back the next 
inning. It was a seesaw battle the 
whole way through, with the Angels 
adding to their lead in the bottom of

the second, making it 7-4, but allow- 
ing the Giants back in the game with 
a run in the third and four more in 
the fifth. Both teams went to their 
bullpen’s early, but struggled to con- 
trol the bleeding, with the Angels 
once again playing catchup ball, tal- 
lying in the bottom of the fifth and

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sixth to bring the game to a 9-9 tie. 
Balls were flying out of the park in 
Anaheim for the Giants, but it was 
Tim Salmon, with a second inning 
homer and a game winning shot in 
the eighth that put the Angels over 
the top. With the score 11-9 going 
into the ninth and Troy Percival on 
the mound the Angels decided to 
test Barry Bonds, and the slugger 
d rove a home run that they'll be talk- 
ing about fore v e r. No matter how far 
Bonds’ homer traveled it only count- 
ed for one run and the scoring ended 
at 11-10. The Angels and Giants 
headed North for Game 3 with the 
series knotted at one. 


The Angels were greeted 
by a wild scene at Pac-Bell for 
Game 3, as the fans of San 
Francisco were ready to cele- 
brate the World Series coming 
to town. The excitement of the 
crowd soon turn into a frantic 
celebration as the Giants 
jumped out to a 1-0 lead in the 
first, and Kenny Lofton score d 
on a Benito Santiago ground 
out. Giants pitcher Livan § 
Hernandez was only able to 

hold the lead into the third 

however, when the bats of the Tro y 


Glaus and Scott Spiezio pushed four 


runs across the plate. In the forth, the 
Angels chased Hernandez, putting 
another four runs on the score board 


and the game out of reach. The start- 
ing pitching, with Ramon Ortiz 
going for Anaheim, did an adequate 
job. But it was the bullpen of the 
Angels that sealed the deal, with the 
rookie, Rodriguez, and Troy Perciva l, 
closing the door on a 10-4 rout that 
left the Giants shaking their heads. 
Going into Game 4 the Angels 
20-yearold relief pitcher Francisco 
Rodriguez had amassed an amazing 
five wins through his first journey 
th rough the playoffs without a loss, 
but his luck was about to change. But 
first the Giants would have to get

past another Anaheim rookie 
hurler, John Lackey, while hop- 
ing for a good start from Kirk 
Rueter. Itwas Lackey who would 
get off to a good start and hold 
the Giants scoreless through four, 
while his club went ahead by one 
in the second and two more in the 
third ona shot by Troy Glaus. The 
Giants, feeling truly desperate for 
the first time in the series, rallied 
to tie the game in the last of the 
" fifth and held the Angels bats 

silent the rest of the way. It was 
now supposed to be time for the tal- 
ented K-Rod of the Angels to shine, 
but instead, David Bell foiled his per- 
fect re co rd when his single to center 
scored JT Snow. Nenand the Angels 
finished off the game and the series 
was tied once again. 

Game 5 brought a return to the 
fireworks from earlier in the series 
as the Giants powered their way to 
a 16-4 win on the strength of two 
Jeff Kent home runs and four RBIs. 
But all of the Giants got into the act 
as they destroyed —_Jarro d 
Washburn’s chance at redemption 
and put the game out of reach with 
ten runs in the last tree innings. The 
Giants had seized back command of 


the World Series with the action }f 
shifting back to Anaheim were 
the final two games were sched- 
uled to be played. 

T here have been many mem- 
orable Game 6’s in World Series 
play,and the Giants and Angels 
would supply yet another one in 
2002. The Giants, revved up with 
the prospect of winning their first 
Championship since the 50s, ran 
out to a five run lead, and held the 
Angels at bay going into the sev- 
enth inning. But once the Angels 
bats woke up, the bullpen for San 
Francisco found it impossible to 
stop them. With two on and one 
out in the seventh an unlikely, but 
very productive, hero stepped up 
to the plate and sent the home 
c rowd into delirium with one of 
the great clutch homer’s in the histo- 
ry of the World Series. Scott Spiezio’s 
th ree run blast got his team back in 
the game, and the next inning for the 
Angels made the Series something 
special in the eyes of baseball fans. 
With the score at 5-3, Rob Nen and the 
Giants were unable to get the outs 
they needed to close out Game 6 and 
take the crown, and the Angels, 
behind the hitting of Troy Glaus, got 
on top of the Giants by a score of 6-5, 


and sent Troy Percival to the mound 
in the ninth for the save. The Giants, 
along with the rest of the world, were 
stunned, as the Angels showed their 
cat-like ability to always land on their 
feet, forcing a Game 7 at home. 

The Giants, able to regroup 
after their painful Game 6 collapse, 
grabbed the lead early in Game 7, 
but the Angels and their fans had 
seen deeper holes than that, and did- 
n't panic for a second. Instead, the 


Anaheim offense set to wearing 
down Livan Hernandez, and ran 
him out of the game in the third with 
four runs. With John Lackey pitching 
like an old pro, the Angels marc he d 
past the halfway point of the game 
with a 4-1 lead. Unable to add to the 
lead the Angels put their faith in 
their pitching. They held the Giants 
o ff until the ninth, and tossed the ball 
to their fabulous closer Troy Percival, 
asking the best in the sport to bring 
them home. Trouble brewed as the 
Giants were able to getting some- 


thing started. JT Snow singled to 
right.

Percival walks David Bell and 
strikes out Tsuyoshi Shinjo.

Brad Fullmer’s short career has led him from the National 
League and 1B to the American League as a DH with the 
Blue Jays and finally to the Anaheim Angels. 2002 saw 
Fullmer grab a bat for the Angels, as well as jump back on 
the bag in close to 30 games, making him a valuable piece 
of the puzzle for the World Champs. Fullmer’s lefty bat 
was huge for the Angles all year long, but especially in the 
playoffs, were he provided a tough out for the Giants’ 
pitching. Teams on a championship run like the Angles 
need to make all the right moves, and the acquisition of 
Fullmer surely falls under that category for Anaheim.
